Now, tothe intent the ſaid Souldiers may bee exerciſed, Trained , and kept in good Oꝛ⸗ 
der, fo2 the better perkoꝛmante of Dur Seruite when occaſion ſhall require, We do hereby pub- 
liſh and declare Our Royall pleaſure to be, And Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command all e euery 
the Captaines, Lieutenants, Coꝛpoꝛals, and other Pur Officers, who haue the command of any 
of Pur Troupes oz Companies, oz any part ot them, which were the remainder of Our Armie 
that returned from Spaine; That fooꝛthwith they and euery of them doe repaire to their ſeuerall 
Troupes and Compantes, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will anſwere the contrary at their 
perils: And that all and euery the Douldiers being in Our Pap, who are from their Colours do 
foozthwith , vpon paine of death, repaire vnto ſuch Captaine oz Captaines, oꝛ other Dfficers 
vnder whoſe Command they foꝛmerlp ſerued,and there continue in Our Seruite bntill they (hal 
be la wfully diſcharged. And foꝛ the better cxecution of this our iuſt andneceſſary Commande- 
ment wee doe hereby charge and command all and ſingular Tieutenants, Deputie Tieutenants, 
Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Juſtices ofthe Peate, Bailiffes, Conſtables, eadboꝛoughs, t other Our Df« 
ficers, Miniſters andlouing Subtects within this Our Realme of England, That if they oꝛ any of 
them ſhall finde, oꝛ be infoꝛmed of any Souldier oz Souldiers, who contrary to this Dur Com- 
mand ſhall not repaire to their Colours, but doe neglect the ſame notwithſtanding this publique 
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warning; That then they lend and conuey luch Souldier oz Souldiers, lo negligent, as afozclatd, 
rom Conſtable to Conſtable, vntill he ſhall be bꝛought to his owne Company. And foz the pꝛe⸗ 
Uenting of all diſoꝛders, Which otherwiſe may be committed it being feared that there being ſoul⸗ 
diers in entertammment, many lewd perſons vnder the colour of that name, doe, and will wander 
as Koguts and Uagabonds, wherby much harme and pzetudice may enſue to Our louing Sub⸗ 
fcct5: We doe hereby ſtrictly charge andcommand all and ſingular Maiozs, Shcriffcs, Juſtices of 
Peace, and other Dur Officers aud Miniſters afozeſayd, That they finding any ſuch Rogues, 
Uagabonds o: diſozdered perſons, vnder the name of louldiers, o: other wile, they lend themfrom 
Conſtable to Conſtable, vntil they tome to the place where they were boꝛne, there to remaine: And 
Wee doe giue ſtrict charge and command to all and euery Conſtable and Conſtables, and other 
Our Officers to be diligent and attendant in conueping c conducting luch Rogues, Uagabonds 
and diloꝛdered perſons, which from time to time ſhalbe committed to their care and charge to bee 
tonueyed as afozeſaid ,andin the due execution of Our command, concerning the pꝛemiſſes, as 
they tender their duetie and Allegiance to Us and the peace, and the good of their Countrep, and 
wil anſwere foꝛ the contraryat their vttermoſt perils, And laſtly Our Will x pleaſure is, and we 
doe hereby publiſh and declare, That ik any perſon oꝛ perſons, who haue heretofoꝛe lerued in the 
Warres, and not in Our entertainment, oꝛ any others who are deſirous to ſerue, will voluntarily 
pꝛelent him oꝛ themlelues to the Commiſſioners in any ok Our Counties, wherein the ſaid 
Troupes are billeted, they (hall bee there reteiued into Our Pay.
